Honors director and coordinator leave

The Honors program will have a new program di¬ 
rector and program coordinator starting this semester 
after T. J. McLemore and Jessica Bullock both accepted 
new job offers. 

McLemore and Bullock have been with the pro¬ 
gram from the start in 2C09 and have been the two key 
components in the direction and foundation of it. 

“I’m very sad to leave,” said McLemore. “This pro¬ 
gram is my baby. I built it. I gave a lot of my life to it.” 

McLemore will be leaving to begin teaching a cre¬ 
ative writing course at TCU. 

“I am trained as a creative writer, but due to the de¬ 
mands of this office I haven’t written anything in about 
a year,” said McLemore “Not a word on a page, nor have 
I been able to keep up with my reading or any form of 
engagement with my field, which is poetry. In addition, 
I haven’t been able to focus on teaching.” 

Despite support from administration, the honors 
program has been understaffed and required many, many 
hours each week from Bullock and McLemore to keep 
the growing program on track. 

“This fall, staff-to-student ratio would have been 
150 to l,”said McLemore. “It’s a little nuts. It was too 
much, and when this opportunity came up, I was frankly 
tired. And I knew it was best for me.” 


McLemore says TCU contacted him and asked for 
his resume after a position opened up and a friend who 
worked there suggested he would be a good fit. He sent 
in his information and was hired a few weeks later. 

“For now I need to be in the class room with my 
students,” said McLemore. “TCU gave me an opportu¬ 
nity to do that. It made a lot of sense for me to step out.” 

McLemore isn’t just abandoning the program to a 
new director, he has been part of the new selection pro¬ 
cess this summer. 

“I am writing a quite long handbook to explain to 
whomever is the next director exacdy what all happens 
in here,” said McLemore. 

McLemore stayed through the end of summer to 
attend several meeting and get everything ready for the 
new year, but left officialy before the start of fall semes¬ 
ter. 

“He’s literally getting pulled in every direction,” 
said Lauren Maldonado, new honors coordinator. “It’s 
like everything is taking place the week before [school]” 

Maldonado went to TJC for a semester in 2006 then 
transferred to Regent University in Virginia. She moved 
back to Tyler and worked at Trinity Mother Francis as 
an office assistant and looked for a job in education. 

McLemore believes Maldonado is very qualified for 
the job and will do well. 

At the time this article was written nothing was of¬ 
ficial, but David Funk was offered the position.

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What you gun-a do with guns here? 

Legislature approved bill to allow guns on campus

Carrying concealed handguns on 
college campuses will now be legal in 
Texas. Senate Bill 11 and House Bill 
937 were passed, and later signed by 
Gov. Greg Abbott on Jun. 13,2015. 

“The legislature has spoken, and 
said it will be legal,” said Chief Randy 
Melton, Director of campus police at 
TJC. 

The law will allow students and fac¬ 
ulty to carry concealed (hidden) hand¬ 
guns with them on campus. Now that 
the law has been made official, college 
police and administrators for higher 
learning facilities have begun working 
on policies to establish proper use on 
campus, and to determine whether spe¬ 
cific areas will be considered gun-free. 
The law will takes affect in Sep. 1,2015, 
and become effective for four-year uni¬ 
versities in Aug. 2016, and community 
colleges August 2017. 

“We are taking a wait and see ap¬ 
proach to see what happens in the uni¬ 
versities,” said Melton. “We think that’s 
a good thing that the pressure is off of 
us, because we thought we were going 
to have to make policy very quick. By 
the time it’s legal here, there’ll already 
be a year experience with universities”. 

Two whole years will take place 
before students and faculty can carry at 
TJC, until then the campus police and 
administrators will watch and weigh 
what happens at other campuses. 

Chief Melton adds that within 
a year, any situations or issues could 
result in lawsuits from both perspec¬ 
tives, those in support of gun laws, and 
those against. The next Texas legisla¬ 
tive session will be on Jan. 10, 2017, a 
few months before community colleges 
must take on the law and giving leg¬ 
islatures an opportunity to fine tune if 
necessary.

Testing center awarded 

-TJC Testing Services Department was recently 
awarded with the Test Center Certification by the Na¬ 
tional College Testing Association. TJC Testing Ser¬ 
vices is one of the few test centers in North America to 
be honored with this award. 

New CESSE director named 
-Kim Lessner has been named director of the 
Center for Earth & Space Science Education at Tyler 
Junior College. Lessner will oversee the science center’s 
growth and development, with primary responsibility 
for overall leadership, management, planning and fun¬ 
draising activities. 

Fall commercial wins gold 
-TJC’s Fall 2014 TV commercial, “You’re Ready 
for This,” was named the grand gold award-winner in 
the PSA and Commercial Spots category at the Circle 
of Excellence program of The Council for Advance¬ 
ment and Support of Education. 

I Nursing professor earns certification 

-Jodi Seal, a professor in the Tyler Junior College

TJC looses $250,000 in funding 
-The Legislature voted to reduce appropriations to 
Community Colleges including TJC. The impact for 
Tyler Junior College, at about $250,000, is less than for 
most colleges that administers are calling “significant 
and painful.” 

Lawmakers require block scheduling 
-Lawmakers voted to require community colleges 
to establish block scheduling for no fewer than five as¬ 
sociate degree or certificate programs that have not pre¬ 
viously been offered as block scheduled curricula. The 
colleges are required to provide an evaluation report 
to the Governor and Legislature no later than Nov. 1, 
2018 on block scheduling. This section of the Educa¬ 
tion code expires Aug. 1,2019. 

TJC offers bachelor’s degree 
-HB 3348 bill has the effect of authorizing Ty¬ 
ler Junior College to offer a bachelor’s degree in dental 
hygiene. Both the House and Senate passed House 
Bill 3348 which was sponsored by Representative Tra¬ 
vis Clardy and co-sponsored by Representative Matt 
Schaeffer. Key support from Senator Kevin Eltife, 
who sponsored SB 1400, resulted in TJC’s bill being 
the only one to clear through the Texas Senate where a 
large number of baccalaureate bills for two year colleges 
all died.

campus” Melton said. “Once the policy 
comes in affect there’s going to be a learning 
curve, which means the administrators will train 
professors and staff members to make them 
aware of the dos and don ts, legal issues, and the 
same thing with campus police as far as train¬ 
ing to familiarize with the situations that may or 
may not occur”. 

Dr. Tom Johnson, the Executive Direc¬ 
tor of Campus Police and Director of the Law 
Enforcement Academy said “We will study the 
statute closely and develop sound policies so 
that we follow both the spirit and letter of the 
new law at our college”. 

Joanna Stone, a TJC medical student, be¬ 
lieves there are those who “behave like crazy 
people even without a gun”, and the concealed 
gun laws on campus are not something she 
would approve. 

“It makes me weary, just because I feel like 
there are a whole lot of students who are respon¬ 
sible, but I also know there are a lot who might 
get trigger-happy, and accidentally pull when 
they shouldn’t” said student Lizzie Reedy. 

As a pro she said, “if there happened to be 
a big problem where someone came into a class 
with a gun it would be a little easier to defend” 
but as a con “I definitely think students shouldn’t 
just be brandishing their weapons and showing 


it to other students, I think it’s just calling for 
trouble” said Reedy. 

Dr. Johnson advises students and faculty 
that in the future they should “read and under¬ 
stand the statute completely and abide by the 
law. It is critical that individuals do not make 
assumptions or rely on hearsay regarding the 
new law”. 

Although safety measures and training will 
take place, campus police have concerns with 
knowing who has a Concealed Handgun Li¬ 
cense (CHL) and who doesn’t. 

“It’s not like they’re going to come in and 
check in with us, and say 1 have a CHL and I’m 
a student’ that’s not the way the law was framed,” 
said Melton. “We’re not going to know. Some of 
our concerns is, if we get a call in a classroom, we 
respond and say a disturbance, how can I know 
the good guys from the bad guys?” 

In order to obtain a CHL, an individual 
must be at least 21 years old. The majority of 
TJC dorm students are the traditional ages of 
18-20. However, storing weapons in the dorms, 
or bringing a gun with you to work out at the 
Ornelas Rec Center, will all be part of future is¬ 
sues for the policemen. 

Until August 2017, TJC campus police and 
administrators will watch and see how the law 
affects fellow Texas colleges. 


Student/Employee 
Lanyard Policy; 

1. Lanyards must be worn around the neck 
while on campus, and the ID card must be 
clearly visible at all times, unless it should be 
removed for safety reasons or an approved ADA 
variance. 

2. Any lanyard is acceptable, but it must be similar in design 
and worn in the same manner as the official college 
lanyard. The color of the lanyard is not critical. 

3. No one will be allowed into class without wearing 
his or her ID/lanyard. 

4. Students who do not have their ID/Lanyards may pick 
up a Day Pass at the Campus Safety Office, Campus 
Safety Substation located at the Rogers Student 

Center or from a TJC Ambassador. The first Day Pass each 
semester is free of charge. For all subsequent Day Passes 
a $5.00 cost recovery charge will be billed to the c t 
student’s account.

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First ever EMS day held at TJC to 
promote future students in program

The Emergency Medical Services (EMS) 
profession program had its first ‘EMS Day’ on 
Saturday, Aug. 15,2015. 

EMS Day’s goal was to promote the TJC 
program by showing facilities and technology 
to future students. What started out with only 
7 students in the paramedics field quickly grew 
to 15 with selective administration. Now, the 
EMS program includes 2 classrooms which 
can hold 30 students day and night, and they 
are looking to expand. 

While at EMS Day Shay Steel, the De¬ 
partment Coordinator of the EMS program, 
explained the partnership with ETMC (East 
Texas Medical Center), located .4 miles away 
from the TJC campus, and their contribu¬ 
tion to the program. Since the partnership, 
ETMC has donated an ambulance for the 
paramedic students to practice and train, as 
well as a Mobile Simulation lab. The Lab 
contains automatic dummies or “patients” and 
equipment that students can use to apply their 
skills to real life situations. 


The EMS program’s faculty includes 
Shay Steel, Edward Dushuanack, Breanne 
Lane, and Scott Miles. 

ETMC also made an appearance with 
their Air 1 helicopter, which has seen 60 
flights. “Woody” Woodard, one of the helicop¬ 
ter crew, said that on Dec. 20, 1989 ETMC 
had their first flight for a burn patient. The 
crew included Andrew Palacios, Greg Slavin- 
sky, and Shana Brown. 

Today, there are 3 aircrafts, one in Ath¬ 
ens, Mt. Pleasant, and Tyler. In every flight, 
Woodard explained there will always be a 
flight medic, a nurse, and most helicopters can 
hold up to 2 patients at a time. 

The Tyler fire department also made an 
appearance with firefighters Logan Luttrell 
and Dusty Goodwin. 95 percent of the in¬ 
structors for the Fire Academy at TJC come 
from the Tyler fire department, where a part¬ 
nership was also made 3 years ago when the 
academy started. 

The EMS program hopes to expand even 
more with their facilities and students, and 
with the help of local partnerships they have 
had much accomplished.

New Apache Band director brings 
entertaining show to TJC halftime

This years Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege band is starting off with a 
bang. New band director Jeremy 
Strickland is bringing new twists 
to traditional performances in this 
year’s band theme. 

“The kids have asked me 
‘What’s the show?’ Everyone has 
a theme. It’s this theme or that 
theme, we’re just going to enter¬ 
tain you. I’m calling it ‘Something 
Borrowed, Something New,”’ said 
Strickland. 

Strickland has a long history 
of playing in and directing bands, 
taking after his father. 

“My father was a high school 
band director for 35 years. I didn’t 
know how to do anything else but 
band. I’m a drummer. I was in 
the drum line at UT, ” said Strick¬ 
land. 

Strickland has spent the 
last seven years with TCU in 
Fort Worth, Texas and prior to 
that taught high school band in 
Springtown, Texas where he took 
the band to the state marching 
contest multiple times. 

“We’ve completely revamped 
pre-game. We looked at it and 
said ‘What can we do to make pre-game feel like a big 
four year college?’” said Strickland. 

Taking elements from universities such as the Uni¬ 
versity of Oklahoma, UT Austin, and TCU, Strickland 
has given the Apache Band a completely new pre-game 
show. 

“We all kind of crafted it together to make our pre¬ 
game feel like a big four year school pre-game. There’s 


no reason we can’t. It’s been 
a completely new, ground up 
learning experience for the stu¬ 
dents,” said Strickland. 

At one point during pre¬ 
game not only will the entire 
175 student band be on the 
field, but also all of the Apache 
Belles and all of the TJC cheer 
team. 

“We’re going to have close 
to 300 students on the field. 
It’s going to be incredible,” said 
Strickland. 

Even the Texas heat hasn’t 
been able to stop the Apache 
Band from practicing their new 
routine. 

“I give them water breaks 
hopefully every 30-35 minutes 
or hopefully sooner if it’s really 
hot,” said Strickland. 

Strickland hopes to bring 
the Apache Band to a total 
of 225 members within three 
years. 

“I’ve got to add 25 people 
next year and 25 the year after 
that,” said Strickland. 

Strickland sees the lim¬ 
ited indoor space as the Apache 
Band’s biggest obstacle this 
year. 

“We’re pretty cramped. 
We can’t fit the entire band in the band hall,” said Strick¬ 
land. 

Even with the stress of lack of space and coming to a 
brand new college, Strickland is excited and ready to start 
leading the Apache Band in a new, fun direction. 

“To be at a place where you’re the biggest junior col¬ 
lege band in the state of Texas with kids who work their 
tail end off, why wouldn’t you want to come, right?”

New Parking Facts! 

These are a few of the points of the parking study that Dr. Tom Johnson and I developed 
and submitted to the college’s Executive Cabinet when we brought the proposal for their 
review and approval. 

• Most people think there is a lack of spaces, however, we have counted the first few 
days of each semester and found approximately 300 vacant spaces on campus. But they 
are usually in the outlying lots around campus. 

• To better ensure that Short-term or commuters have quicker accessibility the 
college has developed a color coded system. Gold Permits =Short-term/Commuter, 

Black Permits=Residents, White Permits=Faculty Staff. 

• The system is designed to keep long term parking (Residents) in more of the outlying 
lots which allows commuter students to find spaces more readily available. 

• The enforcement of those student lots is only between the hours of 7:00am ~ 5:00pm, 
afterward anyone can use Student Lots. This is clearly designated on the new 
signage, at the entrance of each lot. 

• The system will be evaluated and changes will be made when necessary to better 
allow for parking usage. 

• The first week of this semester will be an “Educational Period” whereby we will only 
issue warning parking tickets, if any, in the student designated parking lots for those 
parking with the wrong color parking permit. The “Educational Period” would not apply 
to students who park in faculty designated spaces.

In June of this year Gov. Greg Abbott 
signed H.B. 3348 into law making Tyler Ju¬ 
nior College the home to a new bachelors 
program in dental hygiene. 

Currendy, TJC offers associates degrees 
in the field and according to TJC president, 
Dr. Mike Metke, there is a great need for den¬ 
tal care in the east Texas area. 

Rep. Travis Clardy, R-Nacogdoches 
companion bill in the house also passed. 

Other colleges had submitted similar 
bills requesting bachelors programs and H.B. 
3348 was the only bill to pass the senate. 

When asked if this would open the door 
to another bachelor’s program, Metke says 
that only if there were a great genuine need 
in this region that wasn’t being met and there 
was a lot of community support. 

The program will begin as a pilot pro¬ 
gram and TJC will have to submit revues of 
the program and the progress they’re making. 
There is a lot of work to be done as of yet be¬ 


fore the program is rolled out. The TJC Board, 
the Texas Higher Education Coordinating 
Board, the Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools will have to do an extensive re¬ 
view will have to approve TJC as a baccalaure¬ 
ate school and will have to move from a level 
one college, two-year schools, to a level two 
college, four-year schools. 

“They don’t allow you just to be approved 
for a particular degree it’s for the whole status 
change,” said Metke. 

The national dental accreditation for hy¬ 
giene will also have to approve. The target date 
for the program to roll out is Fall 2016. 

“I think it’s a real vote of confidence in 
Tyler Junior College, the faculty, staff, the 
facilities we have and the community,” said 
Metke, “it’s a perfect fit for this region where 
we’re a health care center and a healthcare 
training destination and it’s a perfect fit with 
the pharmacy school at UT-Tyler, UT Health 
Northeast and nursing. It fits in perfectly with 
those other entities.”
